How Cmettd HoaMhHMper* Ctm 


Carpet Clean WltJwot Sweeping. 


Not long since, a visitor to a Istgu 


public institution commented on tha 
remarkable cleanliness and brightness 
of die carpets throughout the building, 
and to her surprise was informed that 
they were not swept six times a year! 
Moreover, as their excellent condition 
testified, they had stood the wear and 
tear of seven years' use admirably, 
proving the methods employed by the 
house-keeper 
successful. 
Some of 


these having been practically tested, 
we can give them with that assurance 
to our readers, prefacing them, how- 
ever, by an injunction to follow any 
receipts given with, careful exactitude. 


To begin with: before cleaning » 


room remove the large articles of fur- 
niture, and then dost every thing aa 
though the room had been thoroughly 
swept, if possible keeping the carpet 
covered ^ith sheeting or some coarse 
material reserved for the purpose. 
Now, 
then, have ready a pail of clear 


water in which is diluted one giU of 
common ammonia, and with a large 
soft doth wet in the liquid go over the 
entire surface ot tie carpet. It some- 
times happens that in the course of 
th« cleansing a fresh pail of water and 
ammonia ia needed; but not always. 
Every particle of dust wHl thus be re- 
moved, Mid no injury done the pile or 
nap of the carpet, as most be the caeo 
if swept, however carefully. If you 
prefer to sweep your carpet once a 
month, scatter Indian meal over the 
surface, working it in lightly with tho 
broom, before sweeping. This is even 
better than tea leaves, which so many 
house-keepers use. 


To clean a carpet is a laborious but 


really simple process, and we have re- 
cently seen some cleansed and "re- 
vived" by the following 
methods: 


One very soiled and dingy although 
not threadbare carpet was subjected to 
the most severe treatment. On cer- 
tain very bad-looking grease spots was 
laid a mixture (equal parts) of magne- 
sia and fuller's-earth, made into a, 
paste by boiling water. This was put 
on hot and left to dry, being brushed 
off the 
day 
following, when the 


spots 
were 
no 
longer 
to 
be 


seen. 
Other 
dirty places 
were 


gone 
over 
with 
ox-gall 
nearly 


pure. After this the carpet was thor> 
oughly washed as follows: A pail of 
hard soap and water was prepared, tha 
soap being well dissolved by boiling. 
With a good brush (a new one) dipped 
in this preparation a small portion of 
the carpet was scoured at a time, o&re 
being taken not to let it soak through, 
N«xt a flannol was rubbed well over 
the same spot, rioted out each time m 
,i pail of clear eold water. A third 
indication was then made from a pail 
it water just soured by vinegar, nnd 
he carpet finally rubbed hard with a 
coarse cloth. Two people working at 
i carpet in this way can manage to dry 
it very evenly, and we would recom- 
mend their keeping strictly to their 
work until iinwhea 
A carpet, of 


course, can be cleaned advantageously 
by taking up and laying it in breadths 
on boards or a large Kitchen table. 
Two and a half gills of ox-gall to » 
pail of clear cold water, applied with 
a soft scrubbing-brush, makes an ex- 
cellent lather for cleaning a carpet, 
but it should be quickly washed off 
with a clean old linen cloth dipped in 
clear water, and rubbed with a dry 
cloth. 


Mattings can be cleaned by washing 


thoroughly in a solution consisting of 
one gallon of water with a small Dag 
of bran boiled in it, but be careful to 
dry thoroughly. Soap should never bo 
applied to mi-cloths, nor, if It be -de- 
sired to keep the color, should a scrub- 
bing- brush be used 
Wash the oil- 


cloth with a eoarse sponge or a flannel 
dipped in tepid or clean cold water. 
Ueeewax, with a very little turpentine, 
uakes a fine polish, and wifl revivo 
ihe colors of an oil-cloth admirably. 


Almost every housekeeper knows 


how to clean boards, but too much 
care can not be given to those from 
which yon have just taken up your 
carpets. Soda and warm water is aa 
excellent wash for boards which are 
seen, rubbed over well with clean 
cloths; and a mixture of two parts 
sand, one and a half lime, and the 
tame oi soft-soap, will not only be 
totmd a good recipe for scouring 
boards, but verv effective in keeping 
away insects. — ilarper'a Bazar.

Where to Flaoe the Blame If They Fan t* 


Do Well. 


Our plants and trees, if we buy them, 


cost us enough to make us careful about 
getting them into the ground. And 
yet we all know it to be the fact that a 
great deal of planting is ao carelessly 
done that the best plant or seed that 
was ever produced could not live and 
grow. Then the nurseryman or seeds- 
man gets blamed> for oar own negli- 
gence. We know very well that he is 
not to blame, but we can not resist that 
conspicuous trait of human nature 
which prompts us to throw the blame 
onto somebody else. Th' Rural is not 
slow in laying all the blame at tha 
doors of nurserymen and seedsmen that 
belongs there, but it has no disposition 
to lay the faults of others upon their 
shoulders. Indeed, it is for the benefit 
of the farmer and gardener themselves 
that we urge them to accept their fall 
share of responsibility, for it U impos- 
sible to get pay for the failure of trees, 
plants and seeds to grow. The season 
is lost, and there can be no hope of 
.getting pay for that 
Therefore, pre- 


pare the ground well. In pranting 
trees see to it that the soil a mellowed 
deep enough to give the roots a chance. 
After a tree has Become established th« 
roots will take care of themselves, but 
no one needs to be told that when 
transplanted the roots of a tree can not 
be expected to find their way through 
ground that is pretty nearly as hard aa 
a rock. Where there are fine roots 
spread them out when transplanting, 
and not leave them in a bundle. Al- 
ways prepare the soil well for seeds, 


(• and take care in the matter of cultiva-. 


;ion. Having done our part as it 
should be done, if the plants or seeds 
do not do well, we are in a position to 
write the man who sold them to us just 
as sharp a letter as we choose to indite. 
—Western Rural.

I suppose pulpits origin- 
ally were framed after the apocalyptic 
vision of a candlestick, and minister have 
been too much like wax candles in the 
candlesticks, hard and stiB, giving out 
very little light. No man would ever nn 
dertake no plead for the life of a man out 
of a pulpit; no mau would undertake to 
go before a crowd f»r their votes and be 
perched upon the tip-end of a candle 
gtick. When a man is in earnest in preach 
ing he might preach from

His 
board costs a good loun I sum, and be must 
buy a lot of reports and speeches to keep his 
people informed 
I send out thousands of 


speeches which I have to pay for, and 1 sond 
them to every man in my diati let, Republi- 
can and Democrat I havo sent out 10,000 
of Judge KolJey's speeches on tbe tariff, and 
an equal number of Sam Randall's and Bill 
Morrison's 
i used to send out a great 


many of Garflold's speeches, and make it a 
principle to Bee that every man in my dfs- 
ti let gets something. I hare no fnnnlv to 
add to my expenses and I find I can't tifEoid 
to stay huio and pay out $3 000 a year for 
the sake ot patriotism. I have announced 
to my district that I will not be again a can 
didate " 


Gen. Lefevro ii but one of many of the 


present congress who have come to look 
upon eongi o«»ion»l life as' a profitless busi- 
ness, and who have decided to got out of it. 
Martin Koran, ona of tbe leading labor con- 
gressmen, tells me he is too poor to accept a 
renomination, and I understand that Ran- 
dolph Tucker, of Virginia, has decided to 
leave the house and devote himself entirely 
to tha practice ot law. 
Barbour, of Vir- 


ginia, has also announced his intention of 
retiring, though there (s a considerable prss- 
lure to have him continue in tbe house. 


The day is fast eoming when only very 


rich men or poor men without brains can 
afford to remain in congress. There is no 
money in the busineu legitimately, and the 
oldest members of congi ess ai e as a rule poor 
men 
Sam Randall has been here twenty- 


two years, and it is doubtful whether he is 
worth mote than »10,000 to-day. Judge 
Kelley Is not rich, and Tom Reed, Speaker 
Carlisle and Holman have added but little 
to their piles since they came to congress, 
years ago. 
Holma> is perhaps worth $10,- 


000, but he inherited tha most of this and 
lie hai lived very economically here. 


The cost of living at Washington becomes 


more and more expensive year by year, and 
the congressman of to-day leads a far differ- 
ent life than did the statesman in Webster's 
tlm«. Then the majority of men came to 
congress without their wives. 
They boarded 


at 'boardinff houses, in what were called 
niesies, and |1 a day was then a pretty fair 
charge for room and board. Now it in the 
fashion for a congressman to bring his wife 
with him, and to either live at a hotel or to 
keep house. The charges at the first-class 
hotels here range from $4 a day and up- 
wards, and it is not uncommon for a con- 
gressman to pay $100 • a week and more as 
b.otel bills. Instances occur every session in 
which members pay $1,000 a month at 
hotels, and if a congre'smau wishes to live 
in rooms outside of a hotel, and walk out 
for his mealn, he cannot get a good parlor 
and bedroom for less than $100 a month. 
If ane keeps houBu and rents one 'furnished 
loom in ft fashionable location bis rent will 
tun all the way from $100 a month fora 
house rt six or eight rooms to $1,000 a 
month for n house something like Senator 
Blaine's, which rents for $18,000 a year on a 
tlve years' lease. 
If he wishes to entertain 


at all ills six or eight room house will not do, 
and he muit have one that rents foi $2,000 or 
$3,000 a year at least , and if he gives many 
dinners he will soon find that his living ex- 
penses are several times his rent 
One can- 


not give cheap dlnneis in Washington, aud 
if u bonat*i accepts invitations to repasts 
which cost $20 a plato he must givo like din- 
ners in repaying them 
It is not an uncom- 


mon thing foi a single dinner hero to cost 
$1,000, and we are advancing so fast to- 
ward the customs of Europe that a dinner 
without wines is not in fashion. 
When 


Evart's was secretary of state his expenses 
cost him, I am told, from $20 000 to $30,000 
more than h's salary, and Senator Sherman 
told me not long ago that aa secretary of 
the treasury he spent more m entertaining 
than tbe 18,000 a year which he i eceived as 
cabiUBt olllcar 


The entertainments of a number of con 


pressmen during the past year have run 
well up into the thou-tnndn, and thssa sleep- 
ing, eating and drinking expenses are by uo 
means the only necessai > ones. In the first 
place, there U tho stenographer and the 
clerk, which the statesman must havo if he 
does not wish to ch»ngo himself into nn 
errand boy and a hack. 
Soma congress- 


men often receive 100 letters a day, and the 
answoi ing of this mail alone would be a 
physical 
impossibility 
Then 
como the 


social expenses, and the matter of cab fares, 
if you do not keep a horse, is a big one The 
congressman's wife cannot make her calls in 
the street cars, and if she is in tho swim she 
will need a carriage both day and night 
during the season 
Her di esses will cost her 


moru than at home, and the congiessmen 
finds a thnuiand little extras, such as jew- 
elry, diamonds and cards, which he had not 
dreamed of in the backwoods village from 
which he came 
The expense of calling 


cards is a littlo thing which might be men- 
tioned as one of many items 
It is not un- 


common for from $20 to $100 to be spent in 
the cards for a season, and more whon any 
engraved invitations aro sent out. 
No one 


uses printed cards nowadays, and etiquette 
proscribes a different atyio of caids almost 
every yeai 
The result Is that the con- 


gressman finds that, long before tbe session 
is over, he la living far beyond his income 
and that there is QO chance of retrench- 
ment. 


gome of our rich congressmen are also 


tired of the life. Charley Felton, of Califor- 
nia, who is perhaps the richest man in the 
house, does not intend to come back. His 
decision is not on the grounds of expense, 
for he says it costs him more to live at home 
than it does here He la dissatisfied with the 
slow methods of doing things, and does not 
like 10 much talking and 10 little woi k. Abo 
Hewitt has gotten tired of congressional 
life, and Bam Cox, just befoie he left for 
Turkey, told me that he accepted the posi- 
tion because ho was tired of thrashing over 
and over again the «ame old straw in the 
house of representatives.
